80-car train derails near Surf 
Several cars contain 
liquid petroleum gas 


An 80-car freight train carrying tanks of potentially explosive liquefied 
petroleum gas derailed on the Southern Pacific Railroad coastal line 10 miles 
south of Surf today ripping out 1,000 feet of rail and closing down the single 
track route. 
No one was injured, according to early reports and the nearest habitation 
was believed more than a mile from the crash site. There was no explosion 
and no fire. Cause of the crash was under investigation this morning. 
The accident occurred at about 6:45 a.m. A total of 16 freight or tank cars 
were derailed including five tank cars carrying LPG. The five LPG carrs were 
thrown from the tracks, but remained upright. Four more tank cars full of LPG 
remained upright and on the tracks, according to witnesses. 
Authorities announced the rail line would be closed to all traffic until about 
midnight tonight. 
Seven empty freight cars of various types were also derailed. 
One source said the danger of explosion from the LPG was minimal after the 
derailment. The greatest danger, he said, was at the moment of the derail­ 
ment. 
The engineer of the train and his crew were reported safe.' 
Initial information from Southern Pacific Railroad sources in Santa Barbara 
was scanty. 
One source, however, said it was possible that (Hie of the freight cars had 
“ thrown a shoe.” The cars were thrown about like toys, according to witnes­ 
ses.

Public objections to a proposed cable 
television franchise ordinance jelled into 
a few major categories at a hearing 
before the Lompoc City Council Tuesday 
night. 
About 30 citizens attended the 90- 
minute session at City Hall with a hand­ 
ful of them accepting the opportunity to 
record their concerns over the proposed 
ordinance, which is designed to replace 
the current regulations at the expiration 
of the existing cable tv franchise in 
September. 1978. 
Alberta Morgan raised the hackles of 
the council members when she repeated 
a charge made to her in what she said 
was an “ anonymous telephone call" that 
members of the council receive free ser­ 
vice on their cable tv. 
The charge was instantly and in one 
case heatedly denied by the council 
members. 
“ Would you like to see my canceled 
checks’ ” asked Mayor Charlotte 
Benton. 
“ Yes, I’d like that.” replied Mrs. 
Morgan. 
Councilman E C Stevens declared. “ I 
wholeheartedly resent your implication 
that council members get free cable ser­ 
vice. It is very important for the public 
to know that no member of this council 
gets any free utility service.” 
The question arose over a provision of 
the ordinance that would allow the 
franchisee to charge less than the full 
rate, the intent being. Stevens explained, 
to make it possible for institutions such 
as convalescent hospitals to receive ser­ 
vice at free or reduced cost. 
Mrs. Morgan objected to that provi­ 
sion. called the 15-year term too long and 
was opposed to city ownership of the 
cable service. 
Other speakers included D A. Kane, 
George Goemans. William Fick, H.S. 
Hayes, W R. Dildine and H E . 
Christensen. 
Among the main concerns and objec­ 
tions to the proposed franchise ordinance 
that were voiced, some of them by more 
than one of the speakers, were these 
—The $50,000 cash deposit required of 
the franchise was felt to be excessive, 
with the suggestion being made that a 
$10,000 bond, as in the existing franchise, 
would be as effective and would not tie 
up such a large amount of cash. 
—Channel 7 should be retained as an 
ABC network outlet and some other 
channel used as the public access chan­ 
nel. 
—Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion regulations defining what con­ 
stitutes quality service should be in­ 
cluded in the ordinance 
—The council lacks the technical ex­ 
pertise to determine whether a 
franchisee if fulfilling its service agree­ 
ment. 
In addition. Goemans suggested that 
for at least part of the week the 
franchisee should be required to main­ 
tain later office hours, and Fick 
suggested that more telephone lines be in 
use to receive incoming calls 
Dildine. in an item-bv-item review of 


the franchise, termed it an attempt at 
government control over private 
enterprise He observed that ail of the 
cost items the city is insisting be borne 
by the franchisee will have to be paid in 
the end by the customer 
Christensen also objected to the 
"free” provision, declaring that there 
should be no variation in rates allowable. 
“ If someone rides free, others are going 
to have to pay for it.” he said, calling for 
public disclosure of any free service that 
is provided He suggested that the city 
also consider public ownership of the 
cable television service 
In response to the public comment. 
Councilman Joe Valencia said that since 
this was the first public session on the 
proposed franchise ordinance, there had 
been little opportunity to examine citizen 
input up to now. 
“ However,” Valencia said. "I feel 
pretty much the same way as many of 
you do about some of the provisions of 
the ordinance. Many of the things that 


have been said here tonight are the same 
as notes that I have written on my copy 
of the ordinance .” 
Valencia cautioned, however, “ Just 
because something was said here tonight 
doesn't mean that I ’ll agree with it." 
He also challenged those who com­ 
plained that there is a lack of technical 
expertise on the council. Citing his own 
background, he said he is capable of 
making proper evaluations in many in­ 
stances. 
“ I may not know it all, but on what I 
don’t know. I know who to ask We are 
not as slow as some of you may think.” 
Valencia concluded. 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz com­ 
mented. “ Who knows what the state of 
the art will be in 15 years — or even five 
years? We are in a difficult spot, but we 
will do the best we can ” 
Stevens reviewed the advancements 
and refinements in the television broad­ 
casting industry over the past 15 years 
and reiterated Mrs Lefkowitz’ observa­ 


tion that the council is in a tough spot 
having to adopt an ordinance that will be 
adequate to cover an unknown future. 
Mayor Benton emphasized that while 
progress toward adopting a new or­ 
dinance must continue to be made, “ We 
are not in any rush and we will take the 
time necessary to work out the best 
franchise possible.” 
Councilman Charles Ward was absent 
from the hearing, having announced 
several weeks ago when the hearing date 
was set that a prior committment would 
make it impossible for him to attend. 
Nest step in the development of the 
franchise ordinance w ill be a 
“ shirtsleeve” session next Tuesday at 
7:30 p m when the council will go over 
the proposal, with the public suggestions 
incorporated, line by line with City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson 
Mayor Benton noted that the meeting 
at City Hall will be open to the public but 
that no further input will be taken at that 
time 
U.S. moves for Vietnam relations 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The United 
States is moving “ without delay" to 
resume diplomatic negotiations with 
Vietnam in Paris, President Carter an­ 
nounced today. 
Such negotiations, he told reporters, 
could “ resolve issues that might be an 
obstacle to peace” and normal relations 
between the two countries. He said the 
North Vietnamese requested the 
resumption of talks 
Carter made the announcement after 
praising the mission of his White House 
Commission on MI As to Vietnam and 
Laos as “ superb” with “ every hope we 
had realized ” 
The President spoke after meeting 
with the members of the commission, 
headed by United Auto Workers’ Presi­ 
dent Leonard Woodcock, in the Cabinet 
Room. He said Vietnamese Premier 
Pham Van Dong requested the resump­ 
tion of talks, and added, “ 1 will respond 
immediately that we accept.” 
Carter said there were “ no precondi­ 
tions requested — and certainly no 
preconditions on our part." 
The President said the commission 
had looked into “ prospects for future 
normalization of relations” as well as 
searching for Americans missing in ac­ 
tion. 
Carter said the Vietnamese delivered 
12 bodies. U of which were identified as 
American servicemen. Woodcock told 
reporters the 12th body, identified as a 
Vietnamese, approximately 50 years old. 
is being returned 
Both the President and Woodcock 
called the 12th body "an honest mistake” 
on the part of the Vietnamese 
“ At this point we are satisfied with 
what’s been done, plus their (the Viet­ 
namese) assurance there will be 
renewed efforts” to search for more of 
the missing American servicemen. A 
total of 2.546 men are unaccounted for. 
Woodcock said. 
“ I'm very proud of what you’ve done.” 
Carter told United Auto Workers' Presi- 


dent Leonard Woodcock, chairman of the 
Commission on Missing in Action in 
Southeast Asia. 


The commission visited Hanoi and 
Laos in pursuit of information regarding 
the missing in action in the Vietnam War 
and also to explore possibilities of nor­ 
malizing relations with Vietnam. 


In Hanoi, the commission was given 


the bodies of 12 persons and the promise 
that the remains of two more will be 
turned over shortly 
“ I'm so proud ... the tone and the 
reception,” said Carter of the cordial 
reception accorded the group in Viet­ 
nam 
The President indicated Woodcock 
would release a full report to news 
media 
Brown in strong support 
for offshore LNG facility 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The Brown 
administration is putting its muscle 
behind a proposal to erect a liquefied 
natural gas terminal offshore instead of 
at one of three alternate onshore loca­ 
tions. 
“ Those in the administration who are 
advising the governor favor an offshore 
site — if it can be built in time before we 
suffer gas shortages," Tom Quinn, a 
member of Brown’s cabinet and Air 
Resources Board chairman, said in an 
interview Tuesday. 
“ I personally do think we have time to 
build one offshore and the technology is 
there." 
Richard Maullin, chairman of the state 
Energy Commission, also said an of­ 
fshore LNG terminal was gaining 
increasing favor and now should be con­ 
sidered a "realistic alternative" to 
onshore proposals. 
Predicting severe gas shortages in the 
early 1960s unless an LNG terminal is 
erected, utilities sponsoring the LNG 
proposal have opposed the idea of an of­ 
fshore site because they fear it would be 


years before the Federal Power Com­ 
mission would decide whether to accept 
or reject it. 
Southern California Gas Co 
and 
Pacific Gas & Electric want to build the 


terminal at Los Angeles Harbor, Oxnard 
or Point Conception. 
But Maullin said that within the last 
week some Carter administration of­ 
ficials told him it probably would take 
far less time than originally anticipated 
to make a decision on an offshore site. 
Based on his conversations, Maullin 
estimated the FPC could reach a deci­ 
sion in as little as nine months after an 
offshore application was submitted 
“ That makes offshore siting a much 
more feasible option than was formerly 
thought,” he said 


Maullin said arguments in favor of an 
offshore LNG terminal are that it would 
be safer than an onshore facility in case 
of an explosion and would be "the least 
environmentally bothersome." 
Among the possible offshore sites is 
the Santa Barbara Channel, perhaps 
near the San Nicholas Island about 60 
miles off the coast, he said 


Maullin added the cost of an offshore 
facility probably would be about the 
same as an onshore terminal. 
The governor has said he wants a state 
determination of the LNG controversy 
by the end of the year to assure there will 
not be anv natural gas shortages in the 
1980s

The state's Outer Continental 
Task Force pointed out the pos­ 
sible need for such a test in 
view of testimony it received 
re c e n tly q u e s tio n in g the 
readiness of the organization to 
handle oil spills in a timely and 
adequate manner. 


County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F 
Reynolds 
recommended the test to the 
county supervisors, at first 
suggesting the test be on a 
simulated 10.000 barrel! spill. 
However, the Coast Guard and 
some supervisors felt this was 
too big 


Reynolds said the test should 
zero in on the Union Oil Plat­ 
form C area southeast of the 
city of Santa Barhara. He said 
observers have noted much oil 
at times around some platform 
operations and felt the test 
could also serve a practical end 
by having equipment used to 
skim up oil from time to time 


Reynolds said the unan­ 
nounced test of Open Seas 
capabilities would come under 
supervision of the Coast Guard, 
which would act as a "referee" 
in determining the capability 
shown to meet the problem. 


Clean Seas had claimed its 
previous tests were overseen in 
some measure by governmen­ 
tal officials. But Reynolds said 
it appeared there were state 
and federal officials on hand at 
times, but not local authorities

Podgomy’s chilly welcome in 
the Tanzanian capital of Dar Es 
Salaam contrasted with the 
enthusiastic reception accorded 
Cuban President Fidel Castro 
last week when cheering

Castro!” 
Castro, also touring Africa, 
took his campaign for Cuban- 
African collaboration against 
“ imperialists” from Marxist 
Mozambique toward an undis­

The Soviet president received 
a far more subdued welcome 
than did Castro as he began a 
swing through Tanzania. Zam­

Bergland introduces four 


year farm support bill 


W ASH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland today proposed a 
four-year farm support bill 
providing increased income 
protection for farmers, but with 
smaller gains than some con­ 
gressional leaders and farm 
groups demanded 
Bergland was forced, in a 
White House meeting Tuesday, 
to scale down "support target" 
rates for some crops before 
presenting the plan today to the 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
A Bergland aide said the plan 
could cost taxpayers between 
$500 million and $2 billion a 
year, depending on whether 
large crops depress market 
prices and increase support 
costs. 
Target prices trigger govern­ 
ment income support payments 
to growers if markets fall 
below the target level 
Howard Hjort, Bergland's 
chief economist, said the plan 
would protect farmers from 
disastrous price declines in sur­ 
plus years He said bad weather 
couid s till cause “ co n ­ 
siderable” price hikes some 
years, but predicted the plan 
would level out “ peaks and 
valleys” in supplies and prices 
Bergland’s plan would set 


1978 “ target prices” to provide 
income support for growers of 
wheat, feed grains, cotton and 
rice based on estimated produc­ 
tion costs, including 1.5 per cent 
of land value 
After 1978. to prevent spur­ 
ring land inflation, target 
prices woufd be raised in line 
with gains in “ variable" farm 
costs, with no inclusion of 
management and land costs. 
Under Bergland's proposal, 
the wheat income target of 
$2 47 a bushel would rise to 
$2 60 in 1978 and the corn target 
from $1 70 a bushel to $1.75. 
Cotton income targets would 
decline from 47 8 cents a pound 
to 47 5 cents and rice targets 
from 8 4 cents a pound to 6 75 
cents. 


However, Hjort said crop 
support loan rates, which un­ 
dergird market prices, would 
rise in 1978 for corn, soybeans 
and cotton. 


The bill would replace a law 
which expires with 1977 crops 
Federal payments to farmers 
reached a peak of nearly $4 
billion in fiscal 1973. But with 
market prices running above 
target levels recently, no sup­ 
port payments have been 
needed for most crops

W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
G erald Ford and Ronald 
Reagan were the beneficiaries 
of the big spenders in the 1976 
presidential campaigns. 
Figures released today by the 
Federal Election Commission 
showed the two Republican 
rivals received 83 per cent of all 
campaign money spent by in­ 
dividuals in the presidential 
race. 
Individual 
expenditures on 
behalf of candidates are not in­ 
cluded in the $5,000 limit im­ 
posed by the election reform 
law on contributors to cam­ 
paigns. The expenditures must, 
however, be reported to the 
FEC. 
Expenditures totaling about 
$375.000 were reported, a tiny 
fraction of the tens of millions 
of dollars spent by presidential 
candidates last year. 
Houston businessman Henry 
C. Grover — who once ran for 
governor of Texas — was the 
biggest spender, dispensing 
$63.000 on behalf of Reagan 


Although the amount was 
more than 12 times the legal 
limit he could give directly, it 
was a long way from the $1 
million W Clement Stone gave 
to Richard Nixon’s 1972 race. 


Reagan was the biggest 
beneficiary of private expen­ 
ditures The $115.957 spent for 
him was just a little more than 
the $108.214 spent for Ford. 


Sen Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
a one-time rival of Jim m y 
Carter for the nomination, was 


a distant third, with $24,212. 
Carter was fourth with $17,091, 
and no one else had more than 
$1.000 spent to boost his can­ 
didacy. 
There was, however, $8,520 
spent independently on people 
trying to stop Carter. 
The big spenders after 
Grover were familiar names — 
and included some Mg spenders 
from past campaigns. Beer 
brewer Joseph Coors was No. 2, 
spending $33.782 on behalf of 
Reagan. 
Pennsylvania Gov. Milton 
Shapp. himself an early con­ 
tender for the Democratic 
nomination, spent $28,001 on a 
combined campaign benefiting 
Carter, Vice President Walter 
Mondale and congressional can­ 
didates from his state. 
Fourth behind Shapp was 
Edward Downe Jr., New York 
City 
communications ex­ 
ecutive. He spent $26,820 on 
behalf of Rep. Jerry Litton, D- 
Mo . who was killed in an air­ 
plane crash the night he won the 
Missouri 
Democratic Senate 
primary. Downe showed up 


again in 12th place on the list, 
having given $11,998 to benefit 
Church. 
Fifth was Stewart Mott, the 
General Motors heir and long 
the leading financial backer of 
liberal Democrats, who spent 
$20,051. Mott’s report did not 
list the beneficiaries. 


Raymond Donovan of Short 
Hills, N.J. was sixth, spending 
$18.836 on behalf of Senate in­ 
cumbent James Buckley. R- 
N Y . who lost 


Fo rd ’s biggest financial 
angel, Richard Kughn of 
Detroit, was seventh, spending 
$18.625 


O rig in a lly the election 
reform act prohibited unlimited 
use of a person’s funds in a 
federal election campaign. But 
the Supreme Court said this 
was unconstitutional, clearing 
the way for spending in un­ 
limited amounts if independent 
of the official campaign. 
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WASHINGTON (U P I) - In­ 
terior Secretary Cecil Andrus 
today unveiled an administra­ 
tion program to provide up to 
$844 million in loans and grants 
to help drought-stricken farm­ 
ers in the West and Midwest. 


Andrus told a House Water 
and Power Resources subcom­ 
mittee that President Carter 
would propose $594 million in 
loans and $250 million in out­ 
right grants for the areas 


Andrus supported a Senate- 
passed proposal to grant 
drought assistance to farms on 
federal reclamation projects 
but said Carter did not believe 
the program should apply to 
other lands. 


“ We have reviewed this mat­ 
ter and have concluded that this 
particular legislation should be 
limited to federal reclamation 


projects and Indian irrigation 
projects constructed by the 
(Interior) Department,” he 
said 
‘We recognize that other 
irrigation and agricultural in­ 
terests will be adversely af­ 
fected by the drought, but we 
believe any federal assistance 
for them should come through 
other national programs con­ 
ducted by other federal agen­ 
cies." he said 
The President’s proposal, 
which will be outlined in detail 
in a message to Congress, asks 
for about $300 million in com­ 
munity water supply loans and 
another $150 million in grants 
from the Economic Develop­ 
ment 
Administration and the 
F a r m e r s 
Hom e 
A d ­ 
ministration 
It also calls for an additional 
$100 million in grants from the 


Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service and for 
$50 million more in loans from 
the Small Business Administra­ 
tion for small businesses. 


“ While we do not pretend that 
we can prevent every hardship 
or relieve every effect of the 
severe drought we are facing in 
many parts of the nation, we do 
feel that the total program 
presented by the President will 
substantially alleviate some of 
the worst conditions,” Andrus 
said 


The secretary also said the 
administration 
supports 
a 
proposal in Congress to add $30 
million to the Reclamation 
Emergency Fund, which is now 
down to $2 3 million. The fund 
provides interest-free emergen­ 
cy loans only to federal 
reclamation projects.

A federal researcher told the 
commission Tuesday that the 
smoking population had drop­ 
ped 8 per cent in the last 12 
years 


Dr 
Daniel Horn said that 
although the number of smok­ 
ers has increased with the pop­ 
ulation. the percentage of those 
with smoking habits has been 
reduced, indicating that “smok­ 
ing is a big problem, an impor­ 
tant problem, (but) a solvable 
problem 
“ In the past 12 years, the 
growth of the cigarette habit 
has been halted and turned 
around so th a t a sm alle r 
proportion of adults now smoke 
cigarettes than before, a drop 
from 42 to 34 per cent." he said 


There are now about 54 
million smokers in the United 
States, he said, but there would 
be 75 million if the growth of 
the habit had continued at the 
rate set in the 1950s 


Horn is director of a national 
clearing house on smoking in­ 
formation at the federal Center 


for Disease Control in Atlanta 
Another witness was actor 
Charlton Heston, who told the 
panel that it is hard to appear 
convincing in a love scene with 
an actress who smokes 


R e p re s e n ta tiv e s of th e 
Tobacco Institute, which repre­ 
sents the industry, attended the 
hearing but did not speak 


Horace R Komegay, presi­ 
dent of the institute, said the 
hearing was “ carefully orches­ 
trated" to provide a forum only 
for anti-smokers and ignored 
the more than $65 million the 
industry has spent on tobacco 
and health problems 


The Cancer Society, “ instead 
of trying to find the causes of 
cancer — for which it collects 
public contributions — has

Ag Dept, in first crop projection 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Agriculture Department, issu­ 
ing the first projections of 
potential 1977 grain crops, says 
this year’s corn harvest could 
virtually equal last year’s — or 
it might fall more than a billion 
bushels below it. 


But experts are cautiously in­ 
dicating developments may be 
heading the crop toward the up­ 
per end of their projection. 


The forecast, issued Tuesday 
in a new format dictated by 
Agriculture Secretary Bob Ber- 
gland, offered two separate sets 
of potential harvest and crop

Officials warned 1977 har­ 
vests are months away, many 
Plains and western states are 
still dry despite recent rains, 
and “uncertainties cloud the 
outlook.” 


“But with recent-widespread 
im provem ent in m oisture 
conditions in the United States, 
prospective developments have 
moved closer to the relatively 
favorable weather assump­ 
tion,” the report said. 


Last year’s record corn crop 
was 6.216 billion bushels and 
good weather could mean this 
year’s crop would be virtually 


the same. Bad weather could 
mean a drop to as small an out­ 
put as 5 billion bushels, experts 
said. 


For wheat, experts said with 
good weather for the rest of the 
season, the 1977 crop could 
reach 2 billion bushels com­ 
pared to last year’s record 2.147 
billion bushel crop. With poor 
weather, the harvest could be 
as low as 1.7 billion bushels — 
the smallest since 1972. 


Analysts said about 1.1 billion 
bushels of surplus wheat, the 
largest carryover since 1963, 
would be on hand when the 1977 
crop is harvested. If this year’s 
crop reaches the upper fore­ 
cast, analysts said the surplus 
could rise again to 1.377 billion 
bushels in mid-1978, close to the 
1961 record of 1.411 billion 
bushels. 
If crops here and abroad are 
poor, however, part of the 
current surplus would be 


needed to fill next season's ex­ 
panded domestic and export 
needs, and the carryover would 
fall to 677 million bushels by 
^nid-1978, about equal to the 
stock on hand in mid-1976. 
For corn, experts said a 
reserve of about 744 million 
bushels would be on hand at 
harvest time this fall. If the 
harvest reached 6 billion 
bushels and world growing con­ 
ditions are good, the surplus 
could jump to 1.245 billion 
bushels by late 1978. But if 
crops here and abroad are poor, 
the carryover could dwindle to 
a low 350 million bushels a year 
from this fall, the report said.

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Senate now ready 
for ethics code

WASHINGTON (U P I) — 
With the big money battle ap­ 
parently over, the Senate now 
can pass a new code of ethics 
forcings members to limit cer­ 
tain outside earnings to $8.625 a 
year but leaving them free to 
make what they can from in­ 
vestments. 
In voting for that approach 
Tuesday, the Senate - like the 
House three weeks ago — 
rejected opposition by many 
angry members who branded it 
unfair to many senators and un­ 
necessary to cope with conflicts 
of interest. 
The income plan was part of 
the code of conduct recom­ 
mended by a special panel un­ 
der Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D- 
Wis. Leaders of both parties 
support it and said they would 
seek further progress in today’s 
fifth round of debate in an at­ 
tempt to approve the full list of 
new standards by week’s end. 
Little opposition was ex­ 
pected to other key provisions, 
which would require all 
senators to disclose personal 
finances annually, ban accep­ 
tance of costly gifts, and forbid 
use of private “slush funds’* to 
pay official expenses. 
But at least one foe. Sen. 
Lowell Weicker, R-Conn., did 
not give up. He said “the gloves 
come off today” when he plan­ 
ned to offer a package requiring 


even more financial disclosure, 
including income tax returns, to 
“give the public all the facts 
and let the voters decide what 
is a conflict and what is 
proper.” 
Tuesday’s action on the out­ 
side income issue followed 
heated arguments on the floor 
and came in two showdown 
votes on amendments spon­ 
sored by a group led by Sen. Ed­ 
mund Muskie, D-Maine. 
The Senate stuck by the 
Nelson committee’s proposal to 
let senators earn up to $8,625 a 
year, or 15 per cent of their of- 
fic ia l $57,500 sa la r y , by 
sp e e c h m a k in g or o th e r 
‘‘personal serv ices.” They 
could charge up to $1,000 per ap­ 
pearance. 
Current rules permit a max­ 
imum of $25,000 annually for 
speechmaking and up to $2,000 
for a single address. 


The Muskie forces, many of 
them frequent public speakers, 
sought initially to get the 15 per 
cent limit extended to “ u- 
neamed income” that many af­ 
fluent senators collect from 
stocks, bonds, family busi­ 
nesses or other investments. 
That was defeated by a 67 to 29 
margin. 


They then tried to maintain 
the present $25,000 ceiling, but 
were beaten 62 to 35.

Shipping firms may avoid 
ports over fine issue 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
spokesman for the shipping in­ 
dustry Tuesday night said 
legislation permitting fines of 
up to $6.000 a day to finance oil 
spill cleanup could prompt ship- 
ping com p an ies to avoid 
California ports. 
Philip Steinberg, president of 
the Pacific Merchant Shipping 
Association, made the com­ 
ment in testimony at a Senate 
Agriculture and Water Re­ 
sources Committee hearing on 
the measure (SB167) by Sen 
Jerome Smith. D-Saratoga 
The committee, which last 
week heard testimony from 
proponents of the measure, 
devoted the hearing to opposi­ 
tion witnesses. The committee 
will vote on the bill April 19. 
Steinberg said the severity of 
the fine provided by the legisla­ 
tion plus increased insurance 
costs to shipping companies 
“could prohibit steamship com­ 
panies from calling on Califor­ 
nia ports ” 
Steinberg said the measure 
was an “overreaction to the re­ 
cent rash of foreign tanker oil 


spills” and was “repressive 
legislation for the maritime in­ 
dustry.” He said tankers are 
already covered by strict 
liability requirements. 
The measure would allow a 
judge to assess fines of as much 
as $6.000 a day to finance 
cleanup operations or $6,000 per 
1.000 gallons of oil spilled 
It also would eliminate the 
need for the state to prove 
negligence to collect damages. 
The bill would allow the state to 
receive damages unless a com­ 
pany responsible for a spill 
couid prove it was caused by 
“an act of God, an act of war or 
by a third party.” 


Also opposing the bill at the 
hearing were oil and railroad 
industry representatives. 


Tom Wyman of the Chervon 
Shipping Co disputed earlier 
arguments by the bill’s support­ 
ers that the chance of a spill in 
the Santa Barbara Channel 
would be increased because of 
additional tanker traffic which 
will occur when Alaskan oil is 
shipped to California. 


United Press International 
Rain drenched much of the 
East Tuesday and a potent spr­ 
ing snowstorm that crippled 
parts of the Midwest unleashed 
heavy snows on the Northeast 
Tuesday night and early today.

Although unheralded on the 
actual 25th anniversary date of 
the founding of the Solvang 
M unicip al 
Im provem ent 
District on Sept. 22, 1976, the 
recently issued annual report of 
the district as prepared by Leo 
Mathiasen, manager, notes the 
progress achieved by the dis­ 
trict during its first quarter 
century of existence. 
SMID, was formed as the 
first municipal improvement 
district in 1951 in California. 
Althouf^i the day “ came and 
went without fa re fa re ," 
Mathiasen said. “ Solvang can 
and should be justly proud of its 
unique governmental organiza­ 
tion which has served ad­ 
mirable for the past quarter 
century. The district's progres­ 
sive mark is evident throughout 
the community and I believe 
our residents feel they have 
been well served," he stated. 
Tracing its history from its 
beginning, Mathiasen said “ the 
first 25 years of SMID’s ex­ 
istence brought the develop­ 
ment of an efficient, modem 
water and sewer system: a 
well-equipped fire department 
with a fine service record; a 
m oderate street lighting 
system and an ambitious off- 
street public parking program 
. "On a matching fund basis 
with the County of Santa Bar­ 
bara. the community street and 
road system has been upgraded 
and a regional county park 
secured with the district boun­ 
daries." he added.

' Parking District No. 1: Dur­ 
ing the year the Solvang 
Business Assn., had a commit­ 
tee at work researching parking 
needs and how best to fill those 
needs. The committee has not 
made a report or given specific 
recommendations to the SMID 
board of directors. No doubt it 
will be forthcoming early in 
1977. 
Roads and streets: The year 
1976 did not bring any physical 
road or street improvements. 
However, a giant step was 
taken with the finalization of 
plans for the improvement of 
Chalk Hill Road between Laurel 
Avenue and Elsinore Drive. 
Construction of this project is 
scheduled for mid-1977. The dis­ 
trict pledged a financial con­ 
tribution of 818,000 to the county 
toward 
this 8200.000-plus 
project. In addition, the district 
w ill expend an estimated 
820,000 to relocate its water dis­ 
tribution mains and ap­ 
purtenances within the limits of 
the work 
Subdivisions: In addition to 
the condominiums, construc­ 
tion began on 25 building sites in 
Viking Hills and R and F 
Development Co.’s tractof 13 lots 
also added a new street, 
Nordentoft Way. 
Sewer department: The 
sewer department consumed a 
considerable portion of the time 
of the district board, sewer 
committee and staff, along with 
engineering talent in basically 
three areas: wastewater treat­ 
ment plant improvement- 
expansion project; proposed 
consolidated sewerage project 
between SMID and the Santa 
Ynez Community Services 
District and pursuit of a new 
main sewer crossing of the 
Santa Ynez River to replace ex­ 
isting crossing which is 
vulnerable to flood damage 
Water department: Substan­

Resource preservation ideas shared 
An educational program on 
“ old and new ideas in preserv­ 
ing our natural resources” was 
given this week in Solvang with 
four speakers telling their ex­ 
pertise on the national, county 
and local level. 
The program was the first of 
several of this nature to be 
sponsored by the Santa Ynez 
Valley Citizens for the General 
Plan with Zita Nielsen presi 
dent. 
Gilbert La Freniere of the 
County Office of Environmen­ 
tal Quality, an expert on water, 
told the audience that contrary 
to the opinion of many, all the 
water available in the Valley 
originates from rainfall here. 
"We re in a major dry cycle.” 
he said. "comparabJe to 100 
years ago.” He said if the 
pumping exceeds the recharge 
in the 900 square m ile 
watershed of the Santa Ynez 
Valley, in several decades we 
could be like Cuyama. a true 
desert La Freniere stated that 
the safe mining yield is 7 5 thou­ 
sand acre feet per year; in­ 
stead. the current mining rate 
here is 16 thousand acre feet 
per year. 
Ernst Christensen of Solvang, 
retired national Parks official 
and biologist, emphasized that 
nature has its own controls and 


nature over the ages has done a 
marvelous job and man should 
heed it. Fire is a tool of nature, 
he said He noted that when he 
was a ranger at the Grand Ca­ 
nyon. he found that fires in the 
Kaibab forest were absolutely a 
necessity The land should burn 
every six years 


He cited many of the natural 
phenomena.: the 
wildlife, the 
alligators, lemings. the yucca 
moth and the fig wasp "We are 
a part of and not apart from all 
of this.” he noted 


Fritz Cahill, 
a Los Padres 
forest management officer, 
described in detail with maps, 
charts and displays of figures, 
the new approach to controlled 
burning, prescribed because of 


the age of the brush, now being 
undertaken in our local forest. 


He told how all is planned ac­ 
cording to weather, moisture, 
relative humidity and wind, 
with a careful analysis made of 
green field weight (gfw) which 
measures the flamability of the 
vegetation 


He demonstrated with figures 
how much more soil on slopes is 
lost from a summer fire in con­ 
trast to a winter fire, as the 
mantle (soil) is dried out in the 
summer 


He illustrated with map and 
drawing the mosaic pattern of 
controlled burning by the forest 
service to burn over dead 
vegetation (duff) areas when 
W orth Taylor heads Lions

Suffice to say that be 
did use it and West interfered 
by bidding five hearts How 
can North show how many 
aces he holds? 
There are any number of 
ways but we like to use the 
one called DOPI. This 
acronym stands for double 
with zero, pass with one We 
add that we bid with more 


than one Thus, when North 
doubles five hearts he isn’t 
doubling for penalty — he is 
doubling to show that be 
doesn’t hold an ace. If he held 
one ace he would have passed. 
With two aces he would have 
bid five spades — the cheapest 
bid at his disposal. 
After North doubled to show 
no aces South had a real 
problem. He might pass and 
defend against five hearts 
doubled. This contract would 
have gone down two tricks. 
South finally made the right 
decision and went to five 
spades, where he lost the two 
aces held by his opponents.

Bureaucratic blackmail 
The County of Santa Bar­ 
bara is playing p o litical 
blackmail with the city of 
Lompoc in a disgusting move 
made Monday by the Board of 
Supervisors. 
The supervisors voted to 
delay approval of a sublease of 
county land for city park pur­ 
poses to include a racquetball 
facility in an effort to force the 
city to do something they don’t 
want to do, entirely unrelated 
to the sublease proposal. 


The action of the super­ 
visors could cost Lompoc a 
half-million dollar racquetball 
facility that has been delayed 
over and over again, primarily 
because of the bureaucratic 
maneuvers of the County. 


In this case, the County 
wants the city to approve the 
de-annexation of Ken Adam 
Park from the city in order 
that the County may bring a 
water line to the park from 
P ark W ater Com pany of 
Vandenberg Village. The city 
has rejected this waterline 
proposal, since the park is 
within the city limits and of-

ficials prefer to have the area 
served by city water services. 
But that is neither here nor 
there, as far as we are con­ 
cerned. What the County 
Board of Supervisors should 
direct their undivided atten­ 
tion to, is the lease arrange­ 
m e n t to g u a r a n t e e the 
racquetball facility and park. 
As City Attorney Alan 
Davidson stated: “ I fail to see 
the rationale of connecting 
these two projects. One has 
absolutely nothing to do with 
the other.” 
We wholeheartedly agree. 
BKB Associates who will 
lease and construct the 
racquetball facility have been 
extremely patient through all 
of the bureaucratic delays. 
The action of the Board of 
Supervisors in attempting this 
political game of blackmail 
could conceivably tax their 
patience to the ultimate and 
Lompoc citizens will be the 
losers. 
If this happens, it will be 
because we, as citizens, have 
been done in by our own 
county government.

There ought to be a law that would only 
allow those who voted to gripe about how 
the school district is managed It would 
seem to us that those who take the stand 
now on any matters concerning the 
schools, such as discipline, whether or 
not the kids can read, write or compute 
or other matters ought first to be asked 
if they voted 
If not. their criticism 
shouldn't be taken that seriously.

In public, 
he is always manicured, soaped, pressed 
and pomaded. His $350 suits are of con­ 
servative color and cut. He flies in a 
private jet between his fashionable 
homes in the Washington suburbs and the 
California seashore. 
He d r a w s dow n 
$156.000 a year from 
the Teamsters Union, 
with two unlimited ex­ 
pense accounts to take 
care of the inciden­ 
tals. He consorts with 
the crown princes of 
the underworld, the 
shadowy figures who 
liv e o ff p rotected 
crim e. Y et he has 
equal access to the 
nation's most promi­ 
nent politicians 
One time, after a social hour with 
notorious mobsters on the California 
coast, he hitched a ride back to 
Washington with then-President Richard 
Nixon in Air Force One. More recently, 
Fitzsimmons has been seen on the golf 
course with House Speaker Thomas 
“Tip’’ O’Neill 
Unabashed, Fitzsimmons has always 
thumbed his nose at his detractors His 
voice is squeaky, but the words were 
always tough Once he told his critics 
bluntly to “go to hell." 
Last year, nine bold dissidents dared to 
protest his re-election as Teamsters 
president at the union’s Las Vegas con­ 
vention 
Fitzsimmons’ goons dumped 
them unceremoniously outside on the 
sidewalk. Benignly observing the inci­ 
dent from the dais was then-Labor 
Secretary William Usery who had only 
praise for his host 
But Fitzsimmons’ fortunes have now 
changed Since the Democrats cam e to 
power, he has become the object of the 
special attentions of the Labor Depart­ 
ment.

this month, Fitzsimmons attempted to 
wriggle out of his dilem m a. He struck up 
a deal with the Labor Department and 
Internal Revenue Service to resign as a 
trustee of the pension fund. In return, 
they agreed to drop their inquiry into the 
management of the fund. 
Fitzsimmons hoped that he could ap­ 
pease the government without double- 
crossing the mob. With a nervous glance 
over his shoulder, he let it be known that 
he would hang on to the Teamsters 
presidency. He was also careful not to 
sign any papers giving up actual control 
of the Teamsters money. One source 
described the March 13 deal with the 
government as “an agreement by press 
release." 
The object of all this manipulating is 
the union's Central States Pension fund, 
a $1.3 billion boodle, which has been 
available in the past to finance mob- 
controlled enterprises. Our sources con­ 
tend that Fitzsimmons will be able to 
control the fund as long as he remains 
union president, the recent agreement 
notwithstanding. 
But the feds also haven’t given up 
anything 
Under the agreement, they 
w ill continue to in vestigate shady 
Teamster loans Labor Secretary Ray 
Marshall has taken personal command 
of his departm ent’s Team sters in­ 
vestigation. 
Sources familiar with Fitzsimmons’ 
backstage maneuvers say he is angling 
to gain immunity from both the govern­ 
ment and the mob. Federal officials told 
our associate Marc Smolonsky that they 
will never grant immunity to the embat­ 


tled Teamsters boss. Underworld con­ 
tacts say the crime lords also won’t 
release him from his commitments to 
them. 
Still, the harassed Fitzsimmons, ac­ 
cording to our sources, hasn’t given up 
hope. He has spoken to associates about 
resigning in the spring. He would like a 
fat retirement settlement. The union, 
meanwhile, has deposited a mysterious 
$698.080 of Teamster pension funds in a 
bank account. The union will decide what 
to do with the money sometime before 
December 31. Our sources suspect Fitz­ 
simmons has set it aside as his future 
retirement fund if he can find a way out. 
WASHINGTON WHIRL: 
President 
Carter’s pledge to fill only three out of 
every four vacant government positions, 
it turns out, won’t apply to his own 
political appointees. The President can 
appoint about 1,000 top executives at 
salaries ranging from $47,500 to $66,000 
annually. An internal White House memo 
reveals that all these positions will be 
filled as fast as the Republicans vacate 
them, not just three out of four.

In Washington with Martha Angle and Robert Walters 
Watch Bush for 1980 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - Add another 
name to the list of potential Republican 
presidential candidates for 1980: George 
Bush, freed from 
the tongue-tying 
restraints of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, is back on the political market. 
Bush. 48, one of the GOP’s most ar­ 
ticulate and versatile 
f ig u r e s , h a s ju s t 
returned to Houston to 
resum e a business 
career and rebuild his 
p a r tisa n 
p o litic a l 
credentials in case op­ 
portunity beckons four 
years hence. 
Although Congress 
has 
barely 
finished 
counting the 1976 elec­ 
toral votes, the line of 
Republicans who may 
seek a shot at Jimmy 
Carter in 1980 keeps 
g r o w in g . 
B u sh is 
merely the latest addi­ 
tion to a list that in­ 
cludes: 
Ronald Reagan, John Connally, Elliot 
Richardson. Donald Rumsfeld, Sen. 
Howard H. Baker Jr., Illinois Gov. Jim 
Thompson and the defeated 1976 ticket, 
Gerald R. Ford and Sen. Robert Dole. 
Even before he unpacked, Bush dashed 
off to Alaska for a round of Lincoln Day 
speeches, his first political appearances 
in three years. (As head of the U.S. m is­ 
sion to the People's Republic of China 
and later as CIA director, he avoided 
partisan events). 
"I'll be doing some of that kind of 
thing, hopefully to help the party," Bush 
told us. "I’ve told people that, sure, I 
want to stay alive politically." 
Bush won’t need to scratch around for 
invitations. As GOP national chairman 
for 20 months in 1973-74, he delivered 
hundreds of speeches on the rubber- 
chicken circuit during the darkest days 
of Watergate, when Republicans needed 
all the help they could get. The party ac­ 
tivists haven’t fogotten his dedication 
Bush can also count on assistance from 
a small but talented group of political 
operatives who returned to Houston 
from Washington at the same time he 
did. 
Among them are James Baker, a long 
time Bush ally who won almost universal 
praise as Ford’s campaign manager last 
year, and Pete Roussel, a former Bush 
aide at the GOP National Committee 
who worked at the Ford White House un­ 
der two su ccessiv e ch iefs-of-staff, 
Rumsfeld and Richard Cheney. 
Like Bush, Baker and Roussel insist it 
is premature to talk seriously about 1980 


“It’s fair to say that George would look 
at it," Baker said. "It’s something he ob­ 
viously hasn’t ruled out and if he decided 
to do something. I’d certainly help." 
“George has never said he is going to 
run for President," Roussel said, "but if 
you’re asking whether I think he should, 
I’d say it would be hard to come up with 
a better guy The only way we're going to 
beat Carter is with a guy from this area, 
from the South, and George has across- 
the-board appeal within the party.” 
Bush has more going for him than 
geography and talented supporters. He 
has unusually broad experience in elec­ 
tive office (two terms in the House,) 
party politics (chairman of the GOP) 
and government service (ambassador to 
the United Nations as well as the China 
and CIA posts). A moderate conser­ 
vative, he has admirers in both the 
Reagan and Rockefeller wings of the 
GOP 
His biggest apparent drawback — the 
lack of a visible base in the form of a 
Senate seat or other office — could prove 
to be an asset in disguise. 
Our last two elected Presidents, 
Carter and Richard M. Nixon, had been 
out of office for two years when they cap­ 
tured the White House Both were able to 
devote full time to campaigning, unfet­ 
tered by competing duties or demands on 
their time, and the grind paid off. 
Their example has not been lost on 
anyone harboring the faintest presiden­ 
tial aspirations. Along with Bush, 
Reagan, 
Connally, 
Richardson 
and 
Rumsfeld are likely to be turning up 
anywhere and everywhere they can 
wangle invitations during the months 
and years ahead If you thought the 1976 
campaign was interminable, just wait 
’til you see the next one.

Fireworks 
in Geneva 


In Geneva every year for about one 
month, a body called the Commission on 
Human Rights m eets for the purpose — 
(Hie would assume on surveying its 
historical record — of reiterating its dis­ 
approval of South Africa, Chile, and 
Israel. To the astonishment of the na­ 
tions assembled, our representative this 
y e a r . M r. 
A lla rd 
Lowenstein. brought 
up the su b je c t of 
human rights violated 
elsewhere, specifical­ 
ly in the Soviet Union 
and in Uganda. 
For a couple of con­ 
v u lsiv e w eeks the 
C o m m is s io n 
w a s 
agitated by this frac­ 
ture of complacency. 
It looked as though it 
m ight a ctu a lly be 
forced to take a vote 
on whether it wished to pursue an inquiry 
into the human rights situation in the 
Soviet Union, which has been protected 
from such 
im pertin en cies by the 
perpetual hostility of the vast Soviet 
enterprise toward any country that tells 
the truth about it; and Uganda, protected 
by the fraternal solidarity of the Third 
World, which suspects that any criticism 
of any of its members is a criticism of 
them all. 
It is disappointing to record that, in the 
end. the initiatives were blocked, or 
more specifically withdrawn, by their 
sponsors. But several points are worth 
making. 
1. In the opinion of Mr. Lowenstein, 
huge strides were made. Le Monde ap­ 
pears to be the historian of the Commis­ 
sion on Human Rights, and that new­ 
spaper recorded that Mr. Lowenstein’s 
initiative was the first taken at the 
prospective expense of the Soviet Union 
in the history of the Commission on 
Human Rights during the past two 
decades 
Mr. Lowenstein. who is a folk hero of 
the liberal-left in America in virtue of 
his captaincy of the movement to unseat 
Lyndon Johnson in 1968. has always been 
a consistent anti-totalitarian. He arrived 
in Geneva sharing the almost universal 
despondency over the possibilities of 
achieving anything through that ver­ 
miform appendix, the Commission on 
Human Rights, whose function has been 
the ritual denunciation of the conven­ 
tional enem ies of the dominant coalition 
of forces. That he succeeded in per­ 
suading a majority to permit a mere dis­ 
cussion of the possibilities of probing the 
Soviet Union’s war on human rights may 
not strike us as having accomplished 
very much. But there is no question that 
it is a step in the right direction. 
2. Mr. Lowenstein pointed out that the 
Third World is not the only concentration 
of parliamentary cowardice. When time 
came to vote the usual condemnation of 
Israel — as a genocidal, totalitarian, im ­ 
perialist. colonialist, war-loving power 
— the United States argued quite cor­ 
rectly against the resolution. But what 
did our western allies do7 They sat on 
their hands 
Why? Because they are 
afraid of displeasing the Arab world 


Mr Lowenstein’s point: Those of us 
quick to criticize the pusillanimity of the 
Third World, which is fearful of an­ 
tagonizing the Soviet Union and its own 
confederates within the Third World, 
should pause over the behavior of west 
European countries To be sure, they ab­ 
stained. declining to vote against Israel. 
But they did not reject the preposterous 
arguments leveled against Israel. Have 
we any right to expect more courageous 
behavior from Kenya than, say. from 
West Germany? 


3 Mr Lowenstein believes that the ex­ 
perience of the past four weeks entitles 
us to believe that the machinery of the 
United Nations might yet be revived to 
good ends It is of course too early to say 
this with confidence 
For one thing, we 
cannot know whether Mr 
C arter’s 
enthusiasm for human rights as an 
object of U S. policy will perish under 
the attrition of Realpoltik. 


4 The great and distracting tragedy of 
the affair was the exhibitionistic perfor­ 
mance of a member of the U S delega­ 
tion who made embarrassing declara­ 
tions about the U.S. role in the overthrow 
of Allende. The poor deluded delegate 
undertook to speak in behalf of the 
United States when he had no warrant to 
do so 


While he was at it, he might as well 
have apologized to the Germans for U S. 
help in overthrowing the government of 
Adolf Hitler, which was elected by as 
large a majority as Allende’s govern­ 
ment. 


But Chilean history aside, the tragedy 
lay in the instant embarrassment caused 
to a government and a state department 
which will now regulate more closely the 
words and deeds of its representatives in 
the far-flung UN com m ittees 
This 
means that such ingenious improvisers 
as Allard Lowenstein, and before him 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan, may be given 
less than the scope they need to attempt 
to bring the United Nations back from 
the contempt it has earned 
Rhyme time
